1.  The  Society  siiall  consist  of  the  Graduates  and 
TJndergi-aduates  of  King's  College  and  the  University 
of  Toronto,  and  of  the  students  of  University  College. 

2.  It  shall  be   called  The    Univbrsity   College 

LiTEBARY  AND  SCIENTIFIC  SOCIETY. 

3.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  :  the  encour- 
agement of  Literary  and  Scientific  pursuits  among  its 
member«,  by  discussions,  original  essays,  and  readings 
from  English  authors. 

4.  No  controverted  point  in  religion  or  Canadian 
party  politics,  sliall  be  admitted  for  discussion  in  the 
Society. 

6.  The  President  and  Professors  of  University  Col- 
lege shall  be  the  Patrons  of  the  Society,  and  shall  havo 
the  right  of  attendance  at  all  its  meetinss. 
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SECTION  ll.-MEMBEna. 

1.  Tlic  (Society  shall  consist  of  Ordinary,  Honorary, 
Corresponding  and  Life  Members. 

2.  Ordinary  Members  shall  consist  of  Graduates, 
Undergraduates  and  Students. 

3.  Honorary  Members  shall  consist  of  Graduates,  as 
hereinafter  determined,  and  such  Ordinary  Members 

as  the  {Society  may  elect. 

4.  Graduates  of  King's  Gollcge  and  the  University 
of  Toronto,  who  have  already  (a)  taken  a  higher  degree 
than  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  same,  shall  be  Honorary 
Members. 

5.  Life  Members,  upon  taking  a  liigher  degree  than 
Bachelor  in  any  of  the  Faculties  at  the  University  of 
Toronto,  shall,  thereby,  become  Honorary  Members. 

6.  Corresponding  Members  shall  consist  of  such 
Graduates  and  Undergraduates,  not  resident  in  Toronto, 
as  may  be  desirous  of  coiitributing  to  the  objects  of  the 
Society. 

7.  Life  Membei-s  shall  consist  of  such  Ordinary 
Members  as  shall  ha\-e  subscribed  for  four  years  to  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

8.  Candidates  for  Mcnibershi]),  having  been  pre- 
viously nominated,  shall  be  Ijalloted  for  at  the  ensuing

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Ordinary  Meeting;  the  votes  of  three-fourtha  of  the 
Members  present  shall  suflice  for  their  election. 

9.  Occasional  Students  shall  have  the  riglit  to  con- 
tinue members  of  the  Society  only  so  long  as  they 
attend  University  College,  unless  elected  Honorary 
Members. 


SECTION    IN. -OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Officers  shall  constitute  the  General  Com- 
mittee of  the  Society,  and  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Kecording  Secretary,  a  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  a  Secretary  of  Committees,  a  Trea- 
surer, a  Curator,  and  five  Councillors. 

2.  The  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  annually, 
by  ballot,  at  the  ordinary  meeting  preceding  the  close 
of  the  academic  year. 

3.  Members  to  be  eligi])le  for  offices  in  the  Society, 
55hall  be  nominated  at  the  ordinary  meeting  preceding 
the  election ;  and  such  as  are  nominated  for  superior 
offices,  and  not  elected  thereto,  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  as  Councilloic. 

4.  No  ordinary  member  shall  be  elected  to  any 
office  until  he  has  paid  his  subscription  fees  for  the 
year. 

5.  The  General  Committee  ahall  make  by-laws  for 
conducting  the  Inisiness'  of  meetings,  and  shall  likewise 
make  the  appointments  for  ordinary  meetings. 
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G.  Tlio  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  shall  preside  iit  all  ordinary  meetings  of  the 
Society,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to 
an  appeal  to  the  meeting. 

7.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minute* 
and  prepare  the  notifications  for  each  meeting  of  the 
Society ;  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  Society  and  General 
Committee,  and  notify  Debaters,  Essayists,  and  Readers, 
of  their  appointment. 

8.  The  Secretary  of  Committees  shall  keep  the 
minutes,  prepare  reports,  and  prepare  the  notifications 
for  each  meeting  of  the  General  and  Conversazione 
Committees. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  account  for  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  notify  members 
of  the  fees  in  arrear,  and  at  the  penultimate  meeting 
Bhall  submit  his  report  to  two  Auditors,  appointed  at  a 
previous  meeting. 

10.  The  Curator  shall  hare  charge  of  the  Reading 
Room,  and  shall  have  authority  to  enforce  the  rules, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  General  Committee. 

1 1 .  Vacancies  in  the  General  Committee  shall  bo 
filled  up  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  Annual  Elec- 
tions. 
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SECTION  IV.  -MEETINQ8. 

1.  The  iiioetinga  of  tliG  Society  shall  be  held  on 
every  Friday  evening,  during  the  continuance  of  Lec- 
tures, at  half-past  seven  o'clock. 

2.  Twelve  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

3.  The  Essayists,  Readers,  and  Debaters,  shall  be 
announced  at  the  meeting  previous  to  that  for  which 
they  are  appointed,  and  any  debater  appointed  who 
does  not  intend  to  tak©  part  in  the  debate,  shall  notify 
the  Secretary  of  his  intention  on  or  before  the  following 
Monday,  in  order  that  another  may  be  substituted  in 
his  place. 

4.  TJie  Opener  shall  have  the  right  to  reply  at  the 
close  of  the  debate;  but  no  other  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once  (a). 

5.  Each  member  in  speaking  shall  address  the  Chair. 

6.  Every  fourth  meeting  shall  be  considered  a  public 
meeting,  to  which  the  Patrons  shall  be  invited,  the 
Society,  however,  shall  have  power  to  defer  or  omit 
any  of  these  public  meetings. 

7.  The  Society  may  have  an  annual  Gonveimzione 
which  shall  be  under  the  management  of  the  General 
Committee,  with  power  on  the  part  of  the  Society  to 
add  to  their  number.
